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1, In April 1951 the Kwengsi illitary District started to transfer company grade 
officers aud men from Field Army units to provinciel troop units and local 
militia to strengthen the armed forces for local security against a 
recrudescence of guerrilla activity. Incomplete figures up to 5 July show 
that 170 officers and 4,800 men had been transferred, including about one 
regiment from the 49 Army and 500 each from the 43, 52 and 53 Armies, The 
vacancies in the Field Army units were filled by replacements from the 
provincial troops. 


2. The 13 Army Group recently moved to Canton from Nenning@ and has its head 

quarters at Yentang lilitary,Academy, Shaho (115-19, 23~09). Its comnander, 
CHEN Men-yuen (pe }%  ) »° arrived on 27 June. The Canton-Kowloon rail~ 
road and the Pearl River Delta area wore gerrisoned by the 44 Army and the 
Kwangtung-Kivangsi Colum. Tho 138, 159 and 140 Divisions of the 46 Arny# 
under LI T4en=tso (A k, 4t )© were guarding from Canton to Ch'uchiang and 
on the Sanshui (11254, 23-98) scotion of the railroad. Its headquarters 
was at Yentang Military Acadeny. Part of the 47 Army under LIAO Chih-ming 
( AA #s 34 ) had arrived in Kvengtung. The remainder were moving southward 
from Hunan by rail.
